AT OKLAHOMA 


OU's young head coach was 
bound to lose a football game some- 
day and it finally happened during 
the '75 season. But only once. Be- 
cause after Kansas upset Ok- 
lahoma, 23-3, Switzer rallied his 
forces for victories over Missouri 
(28-27) and Nebraska (35-10). 

The Sooners settled for a 10-1 re- 
cord and a share of the Big Eight 
Conference championship with Ne- 


a 





braska instead of outright posses- 
sion claimed by OU in '73 and in 
"74. 

Barry's head coaching record 
reads 31-1-1, which ain't bad. It’s 
the best one held by a major college 
coach the past three years and the 


severity of Oklahoma's competition 
week after week reaches fright- 
ening proportions. The Big Eight 
has been called the nation’s best 
football conference from top to bot- 
tom. 

The Sooners won 28 straight 
games and played in 37 without a 
loss under Switzer before Kansas 
turned the tables. That was the 
nation’s longest winning streak. 

Switzer led his’74 team to the na- 
tional championship via a perfect 
11-0 mark. He was named Coach of 
the Yeur by the Walter Camp 
Foundation, the Washington Pig- 
skin Club, Football News, The 
Sporting News and Playboy 
Magazine. He was chosen Big Eight 
Coach of the Year after both the '73 
and the '74 seasons by Associated 
Press and United Press Interna- 
tional, 

Barry's "73 squad finished 10-0-1 
(a 7-7 tie with Southern Cal was the 
ruination) and ranked No. 3 in the 
nation, 

In '74, Switzer’s Sooners led the 
country in total offense (507.7 
yards), rushing (438.8) and in scor- 
ing (43.0 points). 

Everybody knows you don’t win 
games without good defense. 
Switzer’s teams have been good 
across the line of scrimmage, too. 
His '74 defense permitted the oppo- 
nent an average of only 8.4 points, 
131.0 yards rushing and 231.5 
yards total offense, all tops in the 
Big Eight. 

Barry's personality flashes like 
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those points his teams register on 
the scoreboard. Sports writers and 
broadcasters will tell you he’s a 
good interview. An Oklahoma wri- 
ter entered Switzer's office at the 
beginning of the '75 season: 

"I only needed to write one col- 
umn when I went in there but I 
came out with enough material for 
five of ‘em.” 

The Sooners’ 37-year old head 
man can suddenly become a stern 
individual if he’s cornered. His as- 
sistant coaches and his teams will 
attest to that. 


Switzer assumed command of 
Oklahoma's program in the winter 
of '73 after Chuck Fairbanks left to 
become coach and general manager 
of the New England Patriots. Barry 
was well-qualified for his new post, 
having coached every aspect of foot- 
ball as an assistant at Arkansas for 
seven years and at Oklahoma for 
another six. He was assistant head 
coach and offensive co-ordinator 
under Fairbanks. 

Barry came to Oklahoma in 1966 
as an offensive line coach under Jim 
Mackenzie. 


Oklahoma in ’75— 
A Look Back 


The Sooners bring a 10-1 record, 
the Big Eight co-championship and 
the No. 3 ranking in both major 
wire service polls into the Orange 
Bow! New Year's night. 

Oklahoma was ranked No, 1 at 
the beginning but Coach Barry 
Switzer had warned that his team 
might not be as good as the '74 ag- 
gregation that finished 11-0 and 
won the national championship. 
Almost the entire offensive line 
which helped OU lead the nation in 
rushing (438 yards), total offense 
(507.7) and in scoring (43.0 points) 
had graduated. Linebacker Rod 
Shoate and safety Randy Hughes, 
two super athletes, were among the 
departed. 

Injuries and mistakes deflated 
the Sooners’ offense some more in 
'75 but Switzer’s gang cranked up to 
win the big ones. Pittsburgh was 
beaten, 46-10, and Tony Dorsett, 
Pitt's all-America halfback, was 
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held to 17 yards. The Sooners 
thumped Texas, 24-17, and closed 
with a 35-10 victory over Nebraska, 
ranked No. 2 before the game. 

Injuries forced Oklahoma to field 
a different lineup on offense every 
week, thereby prohibiting the 
Sooners from mustering a cohesive 

attack until late in the year. Mis- 
takes and penalties wiped out long 
runs by Joe Washington and kept 
Oklahoma from scoring often when 
it got within smelling distance of 
the enemy goal. 

Washington's 80-yard punt re- 
turn for a touchdown against Texas 
was nullified by clipping. The Soon- 
ers’ all-America halfback saw 60 
yards he'd gained rushing against 
Pittsburgh called back by penalties. 
Still he gained 166 from scrimmage. 
His brilliant 41-yard run to the 
Miami of Florida 7-yard line that 
might have resulted in a touchdown 
and a 27-7 OU lead, was wiped out 


by the penalty. 

Things like that plagued 
Washington and OU throughout. 

The offense said thank you to the 
defense plenty of times in ‘75. The 
Sooners played better than expected 
when the other team had the ball. 
Leroy and Dewey Selmon in the 
middle, Jimbo Elrod, Mike Phillips 
and Duane Baccus at the ends, plus 
a big, strong physical secondary — 
maybe the best ever at OU — 
smothered the opposition when it 
counted. 

Linebackers Bill Dalke and 
Jamie Thomas, both brand new 
starters, also exceeded ex- 
pectations. 

Aside from Kansas and Missouri 
in ’'75, no team has scored more 
than two touchdowns a game 
against Oklahoma’s first-team de- 
fense since that 40-22 victory over 
Auburn in the '72 Sugar Bowl. 

That’s two times in 45 games, an 
impressive statistic. 

The first key battle for Switzer’s 
team was Colorado in the Big Eight 
opener at Norman. The Sooners 
took a 14-0 lead on Joe 
Washington's 74-yard punt return 
and the defense, paced by the tack- 
ling of Jimbo Elrod and the Sel- 
mons, snuffed the Buffaloes’ high- 
flying offense that led the nation 
going into the game. Colorado was 
held to 54 yards in their first 34 
tries from scrimmage. But CU 
pounced on a fumble at the OU 
3-yard line with only 17 seconds left 
in the first half and scored. Sud- 
denly, the worm had turned. In the 
third quarter, Washington fumbled 
away a punt at the OU 24 and the 
Buffs took advantage of that to 
score another TD. That tied the 
game at 14-all. CU had traveled 
qnly 27 yards for two touchdowns. 

r Elvis Peacock scored again for 


OU, capping an 80-yard drive, and 
Tony DiRienzo kicked the extra 
point for a 21-14 lead, the Buffaloes 
mounted their only legitimate 
march ofthe day and scored to trail 
21-20 in thé late moments. The 
Buffs elected to trv for the tie but 
their extra point attempt was wide 
and OU escaped with its fourth 
straight win of the year. 


That set the stage for the big 
matchup against unbeaten Texas. 
OU was a “7-point favorite. 
Washington electrified the Cotton 
Bowl crowd of 72,204, by zig- 
zagging 80 yards on a punt return 
to score but a clipping penalty 
wiped out his run. 


OU came back to mount a 10-0 
lead on Tony DiRienzo’s 45-yard 
field goal and Mike Phillips’ recov- 
ery of a Texas fumble in the end- 
zone. After the Longhorns had tied 
the score, 17-17, in the fourth quar- 
ter, OU quarterback Steve Davis 
led his team 79 yards in 7 plays to 
the winning touchdown. Fullback 
Horace Ivory bolted 33 yards on the 
scoring play. DiRienzo kicked the 
PAT. 


The Sooners followed with 25-3 
and 39-7 victories over Kansas 
State and Iowa State to set the 
stage for another crucial game — 
against long-time rival Oklahoma 
State, the team that had almost 
beaten Nebraska earlier. OU en- 
tered the battle 7-0 and 3-0 in Big 
Eight play and there were many 
who thought the Cowboys had the 
stuff to pull off an upset. But the 
Sooners’ defense, led by massive 
Leroy Selmon who caused two fum- 
bles early in the second half that set 
up a touchdown and a field goal to 
hand OU a 20-0 lead, was superb. 
Oklahoma State, which had scored 
three touchdowns against Ne- 
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braska, managed only one against 
Oklahoma late in the game after 
the outcome was obvious. 
DiRienzo's 56 and 36-yard field 
goals and Washington's brilliant 
26-yard TD run for the final touch- 
down, highlighted the Sooners’ of- 
fense. 

Oklahoma’s only defeat, to Kan- 
sas, broke a 28-game winning 
streak that was currently the 
nation’s longest. OU turned the bal! 
over to the Jayhawks on its last 
nine possessions and never threat- 
ened Coach Bud Moore's visitors. 
“I'm not sure we would have won 
the game anyway, but we never 
gave ourselves a chance to find out,” 
Switzer said after suffering his first 
loss ever as head coach, a 23-3 Kan- 
sas decision. 

Anxious to redeem themselves, 
the Sooners stormed to a 20-0 lead 
against Missouri at Columbia the 
following week. With quarterback 
Steve Davis at the controls, OU 
looked polished and smooth on of- 
fense, probably playing its best all 
year. But two offensive flameouts at 
the Missouri 7 and 17-yard lines 
early in the third quarter allowed 
the Tigers to gather momentum and 
they came roaring back to grab a 
27-20 lead late in the game. 

OU’s chances, it appeared, were 
slim. But on a key fourth down and 
one situation back at the Oklahoma 
29-yard line, Mizzou was looking for 
Davis to run the sneak and gain 
first down. Instead, Steve pitched 
wide to Washington who dazzled 
the Tiger defense with a 71-yard 
touchdown run that quickly threw 
the momentum back to Oklahoma. 
Switzer elected to go for two on the 
conversion try and Davis pitched to 
Washington again. Little Joe 
leaped for the endzone, barely cros- 
sing the goal and OU escaped with a 
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28-27 victory. 

The showdown with unbeaten 
Nebraska at Norman drew another 
sellout crowd of 70,286 and more 
national attention. Oklahoma fum- 
bled three times deep in its territory 
early in the game but the Sooners’ 
defense dug in and forced the Corn- 
huskers to settle for only one field 
goal. Key tackles by cornerback 
Jerry Anderson, Elrod, both Sel- 
mons and a pass interception by 
Mike Phillips kept OU out of seri- 
ous trouble following those three 
turnovers. 


Oklahoma’s Scott Hill stormed in 
on the safety blitz to jar the ball 
loose from Vince Ferragamo, 
Nebraska's quarterback, and Leroy 
Selmon recovered at the Corn- 
husker 42. The Sooners scored in 13 
plays to forge a 7-3 lead. 


The Huskers threatened with 
seconds remaining in the half but 
Anderson shot in to nail NU’s 
Monte Anthony at the goal on a 
fourth-down play at the OU 1-yard 
line, preserving the Sooner’ 7-3 ad- 
vantage. 


Another Oklahoma fumble set up 
Nebraska’s only touchdown drive at 
the OU 32 early in the third quar- 
ter. 

With Nebraska leading, 10-7, 
Leroy Selmon busted Ferragamo, 
forcing a fumble that Phillips 
recovered at the Husker 47. A Ne- 
braska penalty followed by runs of 
5, 9,6 and 14 yards by Davis got the 
Sooners first and goal at NU's 
2-yard line. Two plays later Horace 
Ivory blew over Mike Vaughan’s 
block at right tackle to score. 
DiRienzo’s kick put OU in front to 
stay, 14-10. 

OU scored again after Nebraska 
fumbled Tinker Owens’ punt away 
at the Husker 13. Anderson inter-

SOONER FEATS—Reserve running backs Horace Ivory and Jim Cul- 
breath asserted themselves in their first game in a Sooner uniform, rushing 
for 108 and 117 yards respectively. Both scored two touchdowns. The Soon- 
ers were awesome in gaining total yards with 617 yards, 544 yards on the 
ground. However, the OU attack was less than artistic with four turnovers 
and 11 penalties. Joe Washington was limited to just 57 yards on 12 carries 
and along with quarterback Steve Davis, who was injured, watched the 
final half of the game from the sideline. The defense allowed just 162 total 
yards and recovered seven fumbles.

SOONER FEATS—Both the offense and defense were able to boast 
following this game. Led by all-American halfback Joe Washington's three 
touchdowns and 166 yards rushing the offense rolled up 430 yards in total 
offense. The rock-hard defense was paced by end Jimbo Elrod, playing one 
of his finest games. The Tulsa senior made 17 tackles, including five for 30 
yards in losses. For his efforts he was tabbed the National Lineman of the 
week by Sports Illustrated. Washington was the Big Eight Conference Back 
of the week. However, Washington and Elrod weren't the only names for 
the Sooners. Right halfback Elvis Peacock scored twice and picked up 57 
yards on just eight carries. All-American’s Leroy and Dewey Selmon each 
were in on 11 tackles, safety Scott Hill caught the crowd’s eye with bone 
jarring tackles as the defense held one of the nation’s finest offenses to just 
79 yards rushing and 260 yards in total offense. Pitt all-American halfback 
Tony Dorsett was held to an unbelievable 17 yards rushing on 12 carries. 
Dorsett said of the Sooners, “Joe Washington gets my vote for the Heisman 
Trophy. I'm very disappointed in my own performance today, but we went 
up against a great defense, great individuals.”

SOONER FEATS—The beaches and the vacation-like atmosphere that 
surrounds beautiful Miami almost lulled the Sooners to sleep and a large 
upset at the hands of the Miami Hurricanes. The beach wasn’t the only 
problem as the Miami defense proved to be a tough opponent limiting OU to 
163 yards on the ground and 13 through passing for a hard to believe 176 
yard total offense. Joe Washington scored a touchdown but was held to just 
54 yards. Washington had over 40 yards in runs called back during the 
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game as the Sooners were penalized eight times for 59 yards. Leading ball 
carrier for the balmy evening was tough fullback Jim Littrell. The defense 
was tough when it had to be and except for a late 72 yard touchdown pass 
held Miami at bay. Outland Trophy winner Leroy Selmon was the hub, 
playing his best game of the early season with 18 tackles, three for 22 yards 
in losses. Biggest defensive play of the game, however, was by reserve end 
Duane Baccus. He blocked a punt in the second quarter and the offense 
turned it into a touchdown.

SOONER FEATS—A missed extra point, fumbles and penalties were 
enough to give a full house crowd at Owen field their money’s worth as the 
Sooners opened defense of their big Eight Conference title. Senior Joe 
Washington showed the moves that made him one of the nation’s top all 
purpose runners as he scored twice on an 11-yard run and a dramatic 
74-yard punt return to pace the Sooners to an early 14-0 lead. OU had that 
lead and the ball with 17 seconds remaining the first half but quarterback 
Steve Davis had the ball knocked away from him, Colorado recovered at the 
3-yard line and scored on the next play.

OU’s 27-0 victory over Texas after 
blocking a punt that middle guard 
Lucious Selmon recovered in the 
endzone for a touchdown and recov- 
ering another for a TD himself. 
Linebacker Rod Shoate nabbed the 
same honor following Oklahoma’s 
20-6 victory over lowa State after 
making 21 tackles against the Cy- 
clones. 

Selmon was a consensus All- 
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American in 1973, Chevrolet 
ABC-TV Defensive Player of the 
Year, Outstanding Defensive 
Player in the Hula Bowl, received 
Miami Touchdown Club’s Fame 
Award among other honors. Shoate 
made AP and Kodak All-Americans 
as a junior. 

Consensus all-American tackle 
Leroy Selmon was awarded the 
1975 Outland Trophy as the 
nation’s outstanding interior line- 
man as well as being named a Foot- 
ball Foundation and Hall of Fame 
Scholar-Athlete. His brother, nose- 
guard Dewey Selmon, was selected 
to all-America teams by AP, UPI, 
Football News, Kodak and Walter 
Camp Foundation. Right end Jimbo 
Elrod was named by AP, UPI, and 
Walter Camp Foundation. 

Oklahoma's 1973 defense showed 
special muscle against Miami when 
a strong second-half rally overcame 
a 20-7 deficit and provided a 24-20 
OU victory. The defense held Miami 
to minus 38 yards rushing and only 
three first downs after intermission. 
In Oklahoma's 27-0 victory over 
Nebraska, the Cornhuskers got past 
the 50-yard line only once during 
the game and on that play a jarring 
tackle caused a fumble that the 
Sooners recovered. OU led the Big 
Eight conference in defense against 
scoring (allowing 12.1 points a 
game), total defense (226.5 yards a 
game) and rushing defense (106 
yards). 

Perhaps the highlight of the 1974 
season came in the second half 
against Nebraska in Lincoln. The 
Cornhuskers were leading, 14-7 in 
the third quarter. The Sooners 
promptly fumbled the kickoff, giv- 
ing Nebraska the ball again at the 
15-yard line. Three plays could gain 
only nine yards and then the Corn- 


huskers missed on the field goal at- 
tempt. After the defensive stand the 
Sooners came on to win, 28-14 and 
wrap up the league championship. 

In the 1975 Nebraska game, the 
defense caused five Nebraska fum- 
bles, recovering four of them. They 
held Nebraska to 3 points in the 
first quarter after OU had lost two 
fumbles deep in their territory. 
During the second half Nebraska 
gained only 9 yards rushing. The 
Sooners won, 35-10.

Coach Hall is given credit for 
transforming Davis from an un- 
known redshirt into the starting 
signal caller with a career won-lost 
record of 32 victories and only one 
defeat. 

In 1973 against Colorado, Davis 
pitched to halfback Joe Washington 
who faked the end run then passed 
back to Davis who passed to tight 
end Wayne Hoffman downfield. The 
play covered 37 yards. 

Hall's 1973 offense led the Big 
Eight conference in rushing (361.4 
yards average), total offense (453.3) 
and scoring (36.4 points). Halfback 
Joe Washington was the league's 
leading rusher with an average of 
106.6 yards and both Washington 
and fullback Waymon Clark rushed 
for over a thousand yards.

Dr. Paul F. Sharp became the 
ninth president of the University of 
Oklahoma on Aug. 16, 1971. 

Sharp, 57, has headed a college or 
university for the past 18 years, 
Sharp was president of Drake Uni- 
versity, Des Moines, Iowa, before 
taking the OU job. He was chancel- 
lor of the University of North 
Carolina, Chapel Hill, from 1964 to 
1966 and president of Hiram Col- 
lege, Hiram, Ohio from 1957 to 
1964. 

Born in Kirksville, Mo., Sharp at- 
tended high school in Crookston, 
Minn. Sharp received his bachelor 
of arts degree from Phillips Univer- 
sity, Enid, Okla., in 1939 and his 
doctorate from the University of 
Minnesota in 1947. He received an 
honorary doctor of laws degree from 
Texas Christian University in 1961; 
an honorary doctor of humanities 
degree from Buena Vista College, 
Storm Lake, Iowa, in 1967 and an 
honorary doctor of letters degree 
from Limestone College, Gaffney, 
S.C., in 1971, 

He was an instructor in history at 
the University of Minnesota, an as- 
sociate professor of history at Iowa 
State University and a professor of 
American history and chairman of 
the Department of American In- 
stitutions at the University of Wis- 
consin before assuming the presi- 
dency of Hiram College. 

He received a Fulbright Award to 
Australia in 1951-52 to lecture at 
the University of Melbourne and 
the University of Sydney. While at

the University of Wisconsin, he re- 
ceived a Ford Faculty Fellowship 
and a John Simon Guggenheim Fel- 
lowship for studies of the develop- 





ment of the American and Cana- 
dian West. In 1969 he received the 
Phillips University Distinguished 
Alumnus Award. He has also re- 
ceived awards from the Iowa State 
University Alumni Fund and the 
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University of Wisconsin Research 
Committee and grants from the 
Minnesota Historical Society and 
the Social Science Research Coun- 
cil. He was awarded membership in 
the Harvard Institute for College 
Presidents in 1959 and the Intellec- 
tual Life Conference in Pugwash, 
Nova Scotia, in 1960. 


In 1964 and again in 1970, Sharp 
participated with five other univer- 
sity presidents in an advisory and 
study tour in West Germany. The 
study on the governance of German 
universities was conducted at the 
invitation of the West German gov- 
ernment. 

Sharp has recently been ap- 
pointed to four important national 
posts which no other University of 
Oklahoma president has ever held 
simultaneously. 

He is a member of the executive 
committee of the North Central 
Association's Commission on In- 
stitutions of Higher Education. He 
is a member of the Board of trustees 
of the Educational Testing Service 
in Princeton, N.J. He is on the 
committee of voluntary support of 
the National Association of State 
Universities and Land-Grant Col- 
leges, and he is a director and 
serves on the priorities committee 
of the Association of American Col- 
leges. 

Sharp is beginning his tenth year 
as a lecturer for the American 
Council on Education, and this past 
year alone he has been involved in 
institutes for presidents, as well as 
academic deans, of institutions of 
higher learning. 

His book, “Whoop-Up Country: 
The Canadian-American West,” 
earned the Award of Merit from the 
American Association for State and 
Local History. The book also earned 
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the Silver Spur Award from the 
Western Writers of America as the 
best western non-fiction for 1955. It 
is currently in its third printing. 


His other publications include 
“Agrarian Revolt in Western 
Canada,” University of Minnesota 
Press, 1948 and “Old Orchard 
Farm: Story of an lowa Boyhood,” 
Iowa State College Press, 1953. 


Recently the OU president has 
authored three papers for presenta- 
tion at national education meetings 
and has presented two inejor ‘iecu- 
ments at meetings in his own field, 
history. Numerous other articles 
and reviews have appeared in scho- 
larly journals. 


He is a member of Phi Beta 
Kappa, Phi Alpha Theta, Phi 
Kappa Phi, Pi Gamma Mu, Phi 
Delta Kappa, Alpha Kappa Psi and 
Omicron Delta Kappa. 


Sharp was an officer on the Sev- 
enth Fleet Staff and served sea duty 
in the Southwest Pacific area. He 
was the U.S. Naval Liaison Officer 
of the Royal Australian Navy in 
1944-45 and attained the rank of 
lieutenant.
